Don’t Hold Your Breath 


It’s interesting to note that the head of the state Depart- 
ment of Public Works stated, at a recent meeting, that 
Route 110 may be under construction, as far as Andover 
at least, by late summer. 

If the state agency moves that fast with any major high- 
way it will be a surprising conclusion to a history of slow 
motion. Planning for Route 28 went on for years. Construc- 
tion of some portions is underway, but there is still some 
doubt aseto when the route will be finished. Plans for at 
least one section have been drawn, then re-submitted to a 
consultant. This takes a lot of time, spends a lot of our 
money and probably results in a plan no better or worse 
than the one originally drawn. 

If the state moves as slowly, with as much re-planning 
and consulting as has been the case with the northerly 
end of Route 28, it will be a long time before Route 110 
sets to the construction stages. 

' Sounds like some election-year talk, rather than an 


accurate prediction of progress.

Fox Coming To 
Music Hall 


The Trustees of Methuen Memo- 
rial Music Hall will present Virgil 
Fox, organist at New York’s famed 
Riverside Church, who is well- 
known to local residents who have 
enjoyed his annual concerts in 
Methuen, June 4 at 8:30 p.m. 

Virgil Fox has a wonderfully 
zestful and vibrant personality. 
From morning until late at night, 
except when he is practicing, he 
enjoys people and likes to be 
with them. His audiences feel this 
quality in his playing. He made 
his debut as a concert organist at 
the age of 14, which is regarded 
as an unbelievable achievement. 
Fox entered the Peabody Conser- 
vatory and in the one season he 
spent there, won all the honors 
available, gave five complete 
recitals from memory and set a 
record unequaled before or since. 
His appointment as the head of 
the organ department of this, the 
oldest and one of the most re- 
nowned conservatories in America,

In 
September 1952, Virgil Fox was

Not only has he played for nearly 
all of the 200 individual chapters 
of The American Guild of Organ- 
ists, but he has been soloist for 
the National Convention of the 
Guild five times, 

Appointed to Riverside Church 
in May 1946, he is building there 
a ministry of music comparable 
with those of the Cathedrals of 
France where the greatest in 
organ music is the offering of each 
season.
